JUST A SUGGESTION~-- Many gardeners wish to dig 
their daffodils and tulips as early as possible to plant other 
flowers. This is a problem as they should not be dug until 
the foliage is perfectly mature. We suggest they be left un- 
til the foliage starts turning, then dig tops and roots and 
heel them in a trench at once, dug for that purpose in some 
out of the way place. Water if soil is dry. Later the bulbs 
can be removed and placed in a cool place to cure.

Planting daffodils in 
September insures good 
root growth before cold 
weather, and good roots 
mean fine flowers and 
bulb growth. Set 6 or7 
inches deep for large 
bulbs, 4 to 5 for the 
smaller slabs.
